He does so regretfully, but, now that the Sen- 
ate has resumed the transaction of executive 
business, he believes that his proper place is 
in Washington.

Tux Rev. Dr. Copreney, Rector of St. 
James’ Church (Episcepal) of Chicago, is 
talked of in connection with the succession 
to the Rev. Dr. Washburn as Rector of Cal- 
vary Church, New York. The Rev. Dr. 
Brown, of Cleveland, O,, is mentioned in the 
same connection. The question of the suc- 
cession was discussed yesterday by the Ves- 
trymen of the Church. 

ENGLAND’s suspicions in regard to the 
good faith of the Czar are again aroused by 
the news that Abdurrahman Khan’s wives 
and daughters and their retinue have been 
furnished with a Russian escort on their 
journey from Samarcakad to Cabul. This is 
looked on as an indirect violation of the 
Czar’s pledges of non-intercouse with Ab- 
durrahman and other Cabul Chiefs. 


THE Louisville Courier-Journal is author- 
ity for the story that Dr. Griffin, the step- 
father ef Mary Anderson, the well-known 
tragedienne, has not been dealing fairly with 
her; that be has invested $100,000 of Miss 
Anderson’s money in his own name, and has 
deeded her New York property to himself. 
Miss Anderson ouly found out about the 
queer actions of her fussy stepfather a few 
days ago.

THe late Chief of the Auburn (N. I.) 
police force is a rather fastidious Bourbon. 
He felt that his dignity had been outraged 
by the appointment of a colored patrolman, 
and resigned. One of his subordinates fol- 
lowed his example, and for the same reason. 
Auburn can well do without both persons. 
Their places can be easily filled, and with 
men who will not objectto patrolmen be- 
cause of the color of their skin. 


A Nrutuist delegate called on the Czar re- 


cently and stated frankly the conditions on 


which his party would cease their agitation 
and their attempts on his Majesty’s life. The 
Czar listened attentively to all the delegate 
had to say, and then caused him to be ar- 
rested. Itis not likely that this Royal confi- 
dence game will have theeffect of deterring 
the Nihilists from persevering with their 
program. 


Two sERtIovs accidents have occurred on 
the Texas Pacific Road. Near Dallas, 
Tex., a freight train went through a bridge, 
causing the death of the engineer, named 
Saunders, and Fireman Dooley, and the 
wounding of Conductor Horner and a brake- 
man. The seeond accident occurred at 
Katula, and resulted in the killing of En- 
gineer Jones, a brakeman, and J. E. Ander- 
son, a contractor, of Dallas. 


In the British House of Commons yester- 
day the Sunday-Closing bill for Wales was 
read a second time by a vote of 163 to 17. 
The Welsh representatives were almost 
unanimously in favor of the bill. The Sun- 
day-Closing act has worked admirably in 
Ireland, causing a considerable diminution in 
drunkenness and in crime result from 
drunkenness. The same happy results are 
predicted for a Welsh Sunday-Closing act.

The rural 
promoters of the fair felt much annoyed 
thereat, and determined that the Plymouth 
pastor should be made to suffer for his fail- 
ure to keep good faith with them. They ac- 
cordingly entered suit for damages in a Bal- 
timore Court. Occasion was taken of the 
presence of Mr. Beecher in the Maryland 
Capital yesterday as he was passing through 
to serve the papers in the case.

SENATOR HOAR opposes the ratification of 
the Chinese Immigration Treaty on the 
ground that itis opposed to the genius of 
our institutions and to the general doctrine 
of the “brotherhood of man.” Senators 
Miller and Farley and the other Pacific Coast 
Senators strongly urge the ratification of the 
treaty on the ground that it gives the United 
States Government full control over the im- 
migration of the Celestials, and these views 
are thought to be held by the great majority 
of the Senators, which insures the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty.

Herr VRO LIK, the Dutch delegate to the 
International Monetary Conference, has 
drawn up a program, which has been adopt- 
ed by the Committee to whom the matter 
was referred, and which will doubtless gov- 
ern the discussions in the full Conference. 
The discussion will deal with the varying 
ratios of value between gold and silver, the 
effect of such variations on commerce, the 
cause, and the remedy. This program will 
be submitted to-day, when the German and 
English delegates will make a declaration 
embodying the views of their respective Gov- 
ernments. 


JUDGE JAMESON decided in the Cook 
County Superior Court yesterday that Mr. 
Taylor, the Receiver of the David A. Gage 
estate, shall sell the Atwood Farm,“ near 
Riverside, for the benefit of the city; also 
that at the sale the city can become a pur- 
chaser. The value of the farm is estimated 
by real-estate men at $250,000. The amount 
of the Gage defalcation, it will be remem- 
bered, was $507,000. Some $65,000 of that 
has been paid up already, and from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the farm and other 
sources it is expected that the city will 
realize about $400,000 more. 

ON motion of Mr. Dawes, the Senate went 
into executive session yesterday, which is 
the first sensible thing the Senate has done 
for nearly two months. The following ap- 
pointments were then unanimously con- 
firmed: Robert Hitt, of Chicago, for As- 
sistant Secretary of State; ex-Congressman 
Hiram Price, of lowa, for Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs; A. M. (‘Long’) Jones for 
United States Marshal of the Northern 
(Chicago) District of Illinois; San- 
ford A. Hudson, of Wisconsin, Associ- 
ate Judge of the Supreme Court of 
Dakota; and Joseph O. Jones as 
Postmaster at Terre laute, Ind. The other 
nominations were referred to the appro- 
priate committees, and the Senate then 
began the consideration of the Chinese trea- 
ties. After the executive session, Conkling’s 
henchman, W. H. Craig, was confirmed as 
Postmaster at Albany. 

A MOST remarkable and daring jail escape is 
reported from Lincoln County, New Mexico. 
Billy Bonney, alias Billy the Kid.“ one of 
the most desperate and determined scoun- 
drels known in the criminal annals of 
America, was confined in the Lincoln County 
Jail. Last Saturday, while one of the two 
guards of the jail were absent, he attacked 
and killed the other, and the second being 
called to the spot by the report of a pistol 
shot, he killed him also. His hands were 
shackled ail the time. After he had finished 
the second guard, he managed to strike 
off his shackles with a hatchet; made 
a man in the jail yard saddle a horse for him, 
and arming himself with a rifle and four re- 
volvers rode away. Afterwards he mur- 
dered William Mathews, who-once shot him 
in the thigh, and who gave evidence against 
him in a recent trial. He also murdered an- 
other party with whom he fellin. He threat- 
ens to murder Gov. Wallace, Sheriff Garrett. 
and a number of other persons, and says that 
he will not be again taken alive. 


Tue arrest of Mr. Diljpn is still the subject 
of much discussion in Ireland, and of acri- 
monious debate in Parliament. The Land- 
League members evince a very decided dis- 
position to annoy the Government, while the 
Ministers seem disposed to give as little sat- 
isfaction tothe general body of the Irish 
members as possible. Should the Tipperary 
electors decide to accept Mr. Dillon’s resig- 
nation, which is exceedingly improbable, Mr. 
Egan, the Land-League Treasurer, will pre- 
sent himself as a candidate for the vacant 
seat. His election would be a matter of 
course. Justin McCarthy, the President of 
the Land League in Great Britain, has issued 
a manifesto, calling on the Irish electors 
of Great Britain to wreak vengeance for the 
arrest of Dillon by evicting their evictors, 
the present Government, which they can do 
by voting against Liberal candidates when- 
ever they come up for election. That the 
Irish electors will act on this advice is al- 
most certain, as the course taken by them 
at Coventry and St. Ives recently goes to 


show.

A FORMIDABLE agitation against rent-pay- 
ing has been inaugurated in the Baltie 
Provinces of Russia. ~ The farmers in these 
districts demand the absolute ownership of 
the land they till. Nor is this all. The 
Lutheran past6rs of the region refuge to ad- 
minister the oath of allegianee to the new 
Czar, or do so with/great and manifest re- 
luctance; and the local papers charge that 
the present Government of Russia is incapa- 
ble of administering the laws so as to con- 
tribute to the peace and prosperity of 
the people, and express regret that 
there are no persons of sufficient ability to 
lead the people in a movement for entire 
separation from Russia. Placards and hand- 
bills embodying these sentiments and urging 
the people to act unitedly and with firmness 
in the assertion of their rights have been 
widely distributed. The nobles are bitterly 
denounced, and the wish is expressed that 
they may disappear from the country “like 
snow in the spring.” Coming at a time 
when Nihilism seems rampant in Central 
Russia, this agitation cannot but cause con- 
siderable uneasiness to the Czar and his ad-

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—The dead- 
lock seems to be broken.. The Republicans 
deny, with moderate earnestness, that they 
have surrendered. Mr. Dawes, the organ of 
the caucus, indeed, in a speech preceding his 
motion to go into executive session, which 
thundered very loudly in the index, declared 
that the Republicans yielded nothing; that 
they went into executive session simply to 
confirm essential nominations, after which 
they would takeup the old fight with re- 
newed vigor. That undoubtedly is the 
formal purpose of the Republicans—at least, 
no contrary policy has been determined, 
but probably very few Republicans 
would, in private, deny that the motion 
to go into executive session is the beginning 
oftheend. Mr. Conkling, who is now mani- 
festing extraordinary zeal for the expedition 
of public business, is reported to have said 
that he thought the Senate could finally ad- 
journ in ten days. Of course, nobody ex- 
pects that 
THE THREE HUNDRED NOMINATIONS 
will be confirmed, and that Mr. Gorham will 
be elected Secretary and Col. Riddleberger 
Sergeant-at-Arms in’ that time. The Repub- 
licans do not seriously expect to elect the of- 
ficers before next winter, and many of them 
gravely doubt whether the present caucus 
nominees will then be elected. The Democrats 
have asserted with positiveness that Riddle- 
berger shall not be elected at any time. The 
revolutionary course in which they have per- 
sisted for exactly two months shows plainly 
enough that they would not hesitate to resort 
to any expedient to accomplish this avowed 
purpose. Some of the Republican, even, 
have suggested that, next winter, the caucus 
may select new nominees. Gen. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, is reported as having said, in 
the caucus, that he did not intend to vote for 
Gorham at any time, and, as one Republican 
vote against him would insure defeat, the 
situation is at least peculiar. Meanwlrile, it

by astroke of statesmanship, may himself 
possibly cut the gordian knot by moving to 
postpone further consideration of the ques- 
tion of the election of officers until Decem- 
ber.

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Immigrants Are Fleeced of All Their 
Money and Property in Chicage and 
Arrive at Their 


Lengthy Reply. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pak. Minu. May 4.—At a recent meeting 
of the St. Paul Chamber of Commerce a commu- 
nication was read from Mr. Meyerding, setting 
forth that immigrants for Minnesota and the 
Northwest whea they arrived in Chicago were 
subjected to a good deai of mistreatment in that 
city, and that a large number of them were in 
various ways swindied out of their money, 80 
that when they reach St. Paui they are in a des- 
titute condition. This communication was re- 
ferred to a committee, which laid it before Mr. 
Young, the Secretary of the Board of Immi- 
grauon in St. Paul, and he in turn 
communicated with the railroad officials. In 
response to his inquiries, Secretary Young re- 
ceived the following communication from Mr. 
W. H. Stennett, the General Passenger Agent of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Kailroad Com- 
pany: 

GENERAL PASSENGER DEPARTMENT, CHICA- 
GO, May A 1881.—Dear Sin: Yours of the 28th 
inst. to U. A. Thrall, our Genera] Ticket Agent, 
bas been handed me. The charge made by Mr. 
Meyerding is so broad that it cannot be replied 
to by a simple denial, although I have no doubt 
that a denial of the charge would be strictly 
true as regards nine hundred and ninety⸗ 
nine immigrants out of every and that 
passed through Chicago en route to Minnesota 
or beyond. I know this Company carries fully 
25 per cent of all of the. immigrants that are 
ticketed from all the Atiantic seaports destined 
for the country north. northwest, west, and 
southwest of Chicago,—that is, 2 per cent of 
the pe ee ticketed from the Atlantic ports 
for the States of Texas, Arkansas, Missouri, 
Kansas, lo Minnesota, Wisconsin, Northern 
orthern Illinois, Dakota, and 
Sta tes Territories west 
of the Missouri River. —and from the 
large volume 80 carried the last 
four years we have had but one single complaint 
as to fraudulent charges or other attempts to 
defraud immigrants. There is no railroad 
company in the United States or elsewhere that 
endeavors to take better care of the immigrants 
consigned to or ing over its line than has 
been done by this Company. We make this a 
special int.—employ people who speak the 
various European languages, and from the mo- 
ment the immigrant is received by us 
in Chicago the Company's vigilance is 
over him until he leaves our line. 
So well known is the determination of this Com- 
pany to protect its immigrants in Caoicago that 
you will find there is no boarding-house keep- 
er or boarding-house runner that will attempt 
to bave anyth to do with a passenger that is 
destined to the depots of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company. Those immigrants 
who arrive here in the middle of the hight. and 
who are obliged to remain until the morn- 
are by our own em- 
our depots, or are 

y them consigned to boarding-houses 
with which we dave contracts that in no 
case shall the immigrant be charged more than 
25 vents per meal and 25 cents for a bed. Before 
the immigrants are permitted to depart in the 
merning they are questioned as to overcharges 
and as to the treatineut they nave re- 
ceived at the boarding-houses, and, as 
I have already said, so far no one 
has been defrauded, nor as far as we can 
learn has been overcharged save one alone. I 
know it is the practice of some of the railroad 
com panies having depots here to give immigrant 
boarding-housekeepers and hackmen and ex- 
pressmen full entrance to their depot, and one 
road at least permits a notorious boarding- 
housekeeper to drive immigrants from its depot 
to his boarding-houses, lock them in and keep 
them in, and keep them there as long as he can 
force a cent from them.

A QUEER FIRE, 


With an Odor of Kerosene About It— 
Disappearance of the Landiady. 

The alarm from Box 424 at 1:50 yesterday

Suspicions were aroused against 
Mrs. Hastings, several of the neighbors claiming 
to have seen her leaving the house only ten min- 
utes before the fire broke out, and the fact that 
she had not since been seen, and was nowhere to 
be found, gave strength tothe suspicion. The 
damage done by this fire was about the same asthe 
first,—$100 to building and $25 to furniture.

There wasa perceptible odor of kero- 
sene about the first fire, and Mr. Crocker says 
be suspected that it was not caused by a de- 
fective flue, as there was but a small fire in the 
furnace. second fire was under 
considerable headway when discovered, and, 
strangely enough, was 4 stili 
stronger oder of kerosene about the premises 
after it had been extinguished. There had been 
no ill-feeling between himself and Mrs. Hastings;

THE ASSASIN UNKNOWN. 


Death of John Haack from a Shot Re- 
celved Some Weeks Ago. 

John Haack, the aged night-watchman at 
Goodwiillies box-factory, corner of Ohio and 
Kingsbury street, who was shot at about 11 
clock 0a the nightof A pril 18 while on duty 
at the factory, died’ yesterday afternoon at bis 
bome, No. 186 Superior street. By his death 
what is supposed to be a murder has 
taken piace. It will be remembered that on the 
night 1 Haack was sitting in the office 
of the tactory. He heard a noise outside the 
door, went out to learn the cause of the disturb- 
ance, and immediately was struck in the rigat 
cheek a little below the eye by a bul- 
let fired from a revolver in the hands 
of some man to him unknown. 
He fell, lay iu a stu pot for about twenty minutes, 
and then crawled to the residence of Mr. Good- 
willie, whence be was soon after taken to bis 
own home, never to leave it again alive. Mr. 
Haack was a man 66 years of age and had been 
tor sixteen consecutive years in the employ of 
Govodwillie & Co., in the capacity of night- 
watcbman. Only a few hours after the 
shooting vecurred Mr. Haack stuted to a re- 
porter of Tus TRIBUNE that the man who shot 
him was but a few feet, away from him when 
the shot was tired; that be saw nim, but failed 
to recognize bim; and that his assailant was of 
short, stout build, and dressed in a dark 
siouch bat and a light colored over- 
coat reaching to the kuees.

HEAVY LOSS BY FIRE.

Testimony Before the Coroner’s 
Inquest on the Elgin 
Victims. 


The Raft Had Six Inches of Water in 
“the “Hold,” and was Over- 
 foaded.

THE ELGIN INQUEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Evain, DL, May 4.—County Coroner Williams 
arrived from Batavia last evening, and immedi- 
ately summoned a jury of well-known citizens 
for the inquest over the bodies recovered of 
those drowned in the ferry catastrophe. Thurs- 
day, April 28. The jury consists of Mesérs. D. F. 
Barclay, R. J. Hawthorne, S. McAllister, A. D. 
Martin, John Newman, and Nelson Rogers. 
After viewing the body of John Corbin, yet at 
the undertaker’s, they adjourned until 9 o'clock 
a. m. to-day. On reassembling, the body of 
Thomas Murpby was seen at the 
home of his family. The inquest will 
be held over these two. After 
examining the scene of the sad affair and the 
place where the bodies were found, Coroner 
Williams assembled the jury at the Court- 
House, where testimony of witnesses was heard. 

WILLIAM LONG, 
ene of the survivors and one of the men who 
built the boat, was first examined. He swore 
that he was a carpenter, and resided in Bigin. 
He had crossed the river on the ferry half an 
hour before the accident, and was returning. 
When half way across, the boat began to take 
water over the front rail. Those on board 
rushed back to the southwest corner, which 
dipped, and they then, in a panic, rushed back 
diagonally across the boat. This caused it 
to sink or be submerged, and all were 
washed off. He caught hold of a seat and af- 
terward got hold of a rope on the boat. Look- 
lug around he saw two men clinging to ropes 
and the next struggling in the wuter. He 
caught hold of little Bertha Rober when the seat 
broke from the boat and he floated down 
stream clinging to it. He thought there were 
twenty persons on board, and the boat should 
not bave carried over twelve. It was overloaded, 
but if a panic had not occurred he thinks the 
boat would not bave sunk. Very little water 
had been taken in when the panic began. There 
were six inches of water in the boat under the 
deck when she left shore. 
PATRICK O’SULLIVAN, 
on being sworn, testified that he was one of the 
boatmen. He counted seventeen persons on the 
boat when it started; had put others off. Mur- 
phy, his drowned companion, was watching to 
prevent others getting on. The fatal trip was 
the eighteenth made by the boat. Some Swede 
laborers started the panic. He laid the result 
to this rushing about of the passengers. As 
many as thirty had before been carried safely. 
He had no previous experience in runn ing fer- 
rics. Had been engaged to manage the boat by 
Ald, Jencks the soon of the day previous. 
The Mayor and Ald. Jenks had given him 
his instructions that evening. Mr. Bosworth 
had told them not to carry over twenty persons, 
and had toid him to bail the boat each trip. He 
had done so, and bailed the craft just before 
she started on her last trip; had asked to be 
made special policeman with authority to keep 
out persons tryitig to get on, but this request 
was not granted. There was not. he was sure, 
an inch od water in the boat when it started. 
Little water had worked into the boat when the 
panic began. 
LONG, BEING RECALLED, 
swore to seeing six inches of water in the boat 
when it started. 
HENRY FORD, 
being sworn, testified that he was a laborer and 
lived in Elgin. He sawthe accident from the 
east shore; passengers seemedto be rushing 
about; boat also seemed owerloaded; seemed to 
be correctly managed except the overloading; 
thought twelve or fifteen persons a proper lead; 
bad seen smaller ferries safely used; did not think 
this unsafe if not overloaded and properly 
handied. Counted sixteen persons in the water 
after it sank, and onc or two on the ropes. Six 
inches of water would lessen its carrying capacity 
a halt to two-thirds. Did not see the boat bailed. 
THOMAS 8 MARTIN, 
next sworn, testitied that he was Street Com- 
missioner; had crossed in the boat that morning, 
and saw the accident from the shore: noticed 
passengers rusb from side to side; saw one man 
leap and catch the forward rope. Saw another 
jump, and then the boat sank; thought the 
panic caused the accident; had no idea the boat 
was unsafe; bad never seen it baled out; beard 
both the Mayor and Ald.

‘BILLY THE KID.” 

SANTA Fx, N. M., May 4.—The particulars 
of the escape of Billy Bonney, alias Billy 
the Kid,” on April 30, from the Lincoln 
County Jail, already telegraphed here, have 
been received. Robert Olinger and J, W. 
Bell were the two guards. Olinger had gone 
to supper, and Bell was sitting on the floor 


him in a pleasant way. Being near enough, 
the Kid.“ who was heavily shackled and 
handcuffed, managed to jump at Bell, hit- 
ting him with the handcuffs on the head, 
fracturing Bell’s skull, and laying him sense- 
less on the ground. Then, snatching Beil’s 
revolver from his belt, he shot him in the 
breast. 
OLINGER, 
hearing the shot, thuught something was up, 
and ran from the house, where he had been 
eating supper, about seventy-five yards from 
the jail, towards that structure. Just as he 
entered a small gate leading through the jail 
fence, the Kid shot him from up-stairs 
with a double-barrelled shotgun, heavily 
charged, filling his breast full of shot, 
KILLING HIM INSTANTLY. 

The Kid then got a hatchet, knocked off 
his shackles and handcuffs, made a man in 
the jail-yard saddle a horse for him, took a 
Winchester rifle and four revolvers from the 
arms in the jail, and rode out. Sheriff Garrett, 
who bas once captured the Kid, was at White 
Oaks at the time, and has started in pursuit, al- 
though nothing of the Kid's whereabouts is 
known so far. The Kid has repeatedly tbreat- 
ened the life of Gov. Wallace, and will doubt- 
less endeavor to curry his threat into execution. 
He has also threatened the life of Sheriff Gar- 
rett, and, unless he goes to Mexico, Lincoln 
County will soon be the scene of some cold- 
blooded murders, as the Kid is one of the most 
desperate villains unhung.
